Pacific Tracks Would 


Help Reno 


"A corps of railroad engineers sur- 


veying in the vicinity of Reno this 
week executed a move that 
chills 


through the warm veins of the busi- 
nessmen there who for months past 
felt so exultant over the future pros- 
pects or*that thriving town by the 
river, and speculations of all kinds' 
became rife and for a time there was 
stern consternation and men talked 
in groups of what 
the 
unexpected 


movement meant. 
The corps of en- 


gineers, starting from the new' town 
two miles east of Reno, ran across 
the river to the south side, and there 
surveyed a line to the west of that side 
of the river. 
If this survey is for 


the new line of the track, Reno will 
be off the road and on the opposite 
aide of the stream. 
This is what 


stirred up Reno, and it could not be 
ascertained what the survey meant." 


The Truckee Republican rolls as n 


sweet morsel under its tongue a ru- 
mor that the Southern Pacific tracks 
at Reno are to be 
moved several 


bloclts southward.

The- removal of the tracks across the 


river would be a material benefit to 
even Commercial street, for it would 
be much better to have the employes 
of the railway company several blocks 
instead of several miles away from 
their places of business. 


Thii Southern Pacific is making this 


survey in order to get its shops clos- 
er to town. 
The new line is near 


the Commercial Soap Works and the 
elevation is some twenty feet less than 
nt the Virginia street crossing. This 
will enable the company to use its 
desert power to that point, while the 
present line would make 
mountain 


power a necessity about at the'Asy- 
lum grounds. 


Reno has everything to gain by this 


change in the line. 
Even Commer- 


cial street has nothing to lose. 
The 


Carson and Truckee papers are very 
kind to give Reno so much attention. 
It distracts attention from the posi- 
tive fact that Truckee is soon to lose 
its freight division point and dispells 
fears of what the legislature could, if 
it wished, do to the capital city.
